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THE militia of the United States, says the Critic, 
referring to the national drill, represent the freest 
of all governments the sun ever shone on, and, what 
is more, they have to foot their own bills. 








THE formal adoption of the *‘ blanket bag,” as a 
portion of the infantry soldier’s equipment seems to 
give general satisfaction. It has been in somewhat 
general use for some time past and its adaptability 
for service is fully demonstrated. 








“ MemMoRIAL Day,” May 80, comes on» Monday 
next, and the indications are that it will be observed, 
if anything, with greater enthusiasm and respect, 
especially by the Grand Army of the Republic, than 
in recent years. The tomb of General GRANT at 
Riverside Park will be a centra] point for observ- 
ance m the vicinity of New York City. The tomb 
will be decorated by U. S. Grant Post, of Brooklyn, 
assisted by E. D. Morgan Postand Alexander Ham- 
ilton Post, of New York. ‘ Rev. John Rhey Thomp- 
son will deliver the oration, and the Apollo Club, of 
Brooklyn, will furnish the music. 








IN response to a memorial from the Chamber of 
Commerce of St. Etienne (Loire), the Birmingham 
of France, a syndicate of gunmakers were offered 
an order for 100,000 of the new French Army 
rifle and presented types of the rifle for ex- 
amination. The gunmakers, however, discover 
that to meet the business they will have to renew 
or alter all their existing manufacturing machinery, 
and it is considered that the order is relatively too 
small to justify such an important expenditure. 
Only the Government possesses, as yet, the requi- 
site plant for turning out the LeBeL pattern rifle, 
and this was recently imported at great cost from 
the United States. It 1s not yet in working order, 
and it is doubtful when the French rearmament can 
be completed. 








UNDER present regulations, Major A. S. NICHOL- 
son, the Adjutant and Inspector of the Marine 
Corps, visits and inspects the’Marine Barracks at 
Mare Island once in each year, that at Pensacola 
twice a year, and those on the Atlantic Coast once a 
quarter. Since the institution of these frequent in- 
spections there has been the most marked improve- 
ment in the drill, discipline, and general appearance 
and efficiency of all of the marine commands, and 
the.competition for the lead is active. The bar- 
racks.at Annapolis and at Pensacola have received, 
perhaps, the best reports, which is in part attributa- 
ble to the troops being subject to fewer changes. 
While the progress of the Marine Corps is very 
slow, it seems to be healthy, and everyone who sees 
much of it recognizes that it has gained greatly 
under its present commandant. 








THE San Francisco Report lashes itself into fury 
because, by a vote of 318 to 45, the British House 
of Commons has decided that the Duke of. Con- 
naught, one of Queen Victoria’s sons, and Com 
mander-in-Chief of the forces in India, may return 
to England to be present at his mother’s jubilec. 
The Report says: ‘‘ The Duke of Connaught holds 
his position of Commander-in-Chief of the Indian 
army simply and solely because he is the. Queen's 
son. He has never shown any military ability, far 
less ability enough to be intrusted with such an all- 
important command. He probably has no military 





ability at all.” While he may owe his position to 
his royal blood, it is but fair to say that 1t is a mat- 
ter of record that the Dnke has had many years 
experience in his profession, and has many other 
qualifications which fit him for high position. 








THE caré, preservation, and repair of ordnance’ 


and ordnance stores at forts and in the hands of 
troops is declared to be—on and after July 1 next— 
‘the legitimate duty of the soldier.” This, of 
course, means the discontinuance of extra duty 
pay, and while we agree with the declaration as to 
the nature of the duty, we sympathize with those 
who are deprived thereby of a considerable addi- 
tion to their monthly pay. Years ago the question 
was discussed as to the organizution of a small 
force of old and experienced artillery soldiers 
(somewhat similar to the British Coast Brigade), a 
few to be stationed at each fort and charged with 
the especial duty of looking after the armament 
and keeping it in thorough working order.. This 
would enable the troops to give absolute attention 
to their more legitimate duties of drill, target prac- 
tice, signal instruction, etc. The time seems propi- 
tious for a renewal of the effort to secure the estab- 
lishment of some sush force as that referred to. 








THE yalue of a self-registerin:z target is so ap- 
parent that it needs no argument to show the im 
portance of the results obtained with the electric 
target invented by Lieutenant Francis J. PATTEN, 
2ist Infantry. With reference to the success Lieu- 
tenant PATTEN has obtained Lieutenant Epwarp H. 


BRooKE, of the 2ist, writes as follows to Colonel. 


Henry from Fort Sidney, Neb., May 19, 1887: ‘I 
have just come from thé shop where Mr. PaTrEen 
has put up his electrical registering target, and 
knowing your interest in all matters pertaining to 
the target range, I write you that Mr. PaTren has 
beyond doubt solved the question of employing 
electricity as a means of registering shots in a sim- 
ple manner, and his target works to perfection. He 
is now only waiting for a few mechanical contriv- 
ances for connecting ‘his wires securely before he 
gives a public test, and in the meantime he has 
connected them temporarily with the battery, and 
the target does exactly what he has claimed for it. 
We made a half dozen shots, and the annunciator 
gave the exact location of the hit every time. The 
plates furnished are not of the proper material, and 
till others are obtained will not stand much shoot- 
ing, but the principle of communicating is shown to 
be of practical utility.” 








Tue attack upon Lieutenant-General SHERIDAN 
by the Bellefontaine. Hxvaminer, on account of his 
Shenandoah Valley experience, has excited the fight- 
ing blood of the editor of the Cincinnati Telegram 
to boiling heat. This editor, who 1 appears served 
under General SHERIDAN in the Valley, gives 
him of the Zwaminer a ‘little illustration of what 
would have uappened to him had he caught him at 
that time. He is compelled to choose between 
accepting the character of a ‘‘cowardly trai- 
tor” and: that of a ‘* natural born idiot,” and his 
critic evidently has a strong leaning towards the 
idiot theory, for he finally settles upon the term 
‘* asinine contemporary.” Next he calls him 
a ‘* venomous copperhead,” and a ‘‘ foul-mouthed 
butternut.” His head is desortbed as ‘‘impious,” 
his heart as ‘‘craven,” his larynx as that of a

thets having been completely exhausted he is fur- 
ther described as a ‘‘ bloviating bully,” whatever 
that dreadful creature may be, and finally as ‘‘a 
contemptible edition of ANANIAS,” whose cowardly 
soul will be shrivclled in flames and his ex- 
istence forgotten while the ‘‘ glorious name of Pra. 
SHERIDAN will go thundering down the ages millions 
of years after.” Toall of which we can only say 
‘* Little children love one another,” 











THE Philadelphia Times, commenting upon the 
frequent discussions as to the relative merits of the 
chieftains of the Civil War, says: ‘‘It might be 
well for Lord Wolseley, General Sherman and Jeffcr- 
son Davis to look squarely in the face the facts that 
the war ended 22 years ago; that those 22 years 
have developed every phase of the history of the 
war; that in this land of universal newspapers, 
free discussions and open fields for ambition, the 
status of every chieftain of the war, on dither side, 
has long since beon irrevocably settled in the record 
of history. There could be no more profitless dis- 
cussion at this time than in the attempt to unsettle 
the position in the history of such men as Grant 


‘and Lee; Sherman and Johnson; Sheridan and 


Jackson; Thomas and Longstreet ; Hancock and 
Hill, and the many other lieutenants of the blue 
and the gray whose fame as leaders is imperishable. 
There was not an important battle fought about 
which plausible ifs could not be applied to reverse 
results, but the buts summarily end speculation and 
the ifs vanish before the inexorable and irreversible 
facts of history. The war is over; all but a few 
Bourbons in the South and a few Mossbacks in the 
North have accepted its arbitrament ina spirit of 
sincere patriotism, and let the ifs and buts of the 
conflict perish with the sectioval strife that so deep- 
ly crimsoned the history of the noblest people of the 
earth.” 





From statistics which reach us we infer that there 
is some need of improvement in the matter of the 
physical examination of applicants for enlistment 
in the Army. An applicant may be able-bodied, 
able to pass the vision tests required by TRIPLER's 
Manual, by GREENLEAF, and by the orders and 
regulations governing the examination of recruits, 
and yet the accepted one may ‘never become an 
effective soldier, because incapable of being made a 
reliable marksman. Normal vision of one eye 
should, we think, be insisted upon, and it would be 
well if some arrangement could be made by each rer 
cruiting officer whereby the candidate for enlist- 
ment could be put through a systematic examina- 
tion as to the promise of development in the matter 
of handling the Service’ rifle; and of his eyes, in 
course of time, becoming efficient range. finders; 
and thoroughly edueated and trained to work— 
finger and eye together—as they ought to work. 
The recruiting officer having applied his tests, then 
the medical examiner should foliow with his, 
separately, and the comparisons wouid follow. At 
the recruiting depots might come a further test of 
the successful applicant, and if after three months’ 
trial the recruit showed his incapacity to see 
straight or to shoot straight then let him be dis- 
charged. This matter, it seems to us, should re- 
ceive careful attention, for as itis now company 
commanders often have a weary and profitless time 
in instructing the recruit in the principles of rifle 
practice and in teaching him how to become a 
marksman.

Merriam, says in your JoURNAL, referring to objec- 
tions raised by publicly discrediting scores made, 
“¢O, but why wast our dirty linen in public,’ says 
our horrified critics. * Simply because so much foul 
cloth bas been forced upon us that 1t canuot weil be 
eleansed in private.” 

My experience at several large posts does not jus- 
tify me in agreeing with the above remarks, aud it 
would be of interest to the Service for the posts, 
regiments or compaties at which false certificates 
are made, to be lovated. ‘The sooner the better, as 
purification by dismissal would quickly follow. Un- 
less marksmen are made “stmctiy in acvordauce 
with regulations ”’ they are not made at all. 

As to abolishing the “ figureof meritsystem,”’ how 
was it before we had such? Some few did welland a 
large majority did not do at all. Emulation, aad 
official publication of results, is tuat which has 
brought the Army to its present hign standard, en- 
couraging the good and Zealous captains aud mak- 
ing tbe indifferent or lazy work. 

fe any change is wanted let firings be based upon 
the totals or per cent. made, counting every snot 
fired, but don't stop comparisons or publications in 
orders. In the meantime, let discussions stop, and 
let us honestly and zealously carry out the present 
system, the first we have nad, sand changes will fol- 
low, if they are needed, at the proper ime.

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MUSKETRY AND INSPECTORS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


* Four Arms,” in your issue of April 9, bas quite 
warmed up for the Activg Inspectors-Geveral of the 
Army, when he claims they are * zealous, meritor- 
ious, intelligent, industrious, well-informed, manly, 
soldierly, and self-reliant.” In fact, they possesses 
all the elements of soldiers, Christians, and ¢ entle- 
men—some may object to the Christian part. But 
why all this claiming of points, never referred to, 
in letter of ** One of the Iuspected;’* in fect, he ad- 
nits they are all excellent men. All he did say was 
that if target practice interfered with disciptine it 
was tke duty of mspectors to show in what way. 
Are the habits of the men worse? Records show 
there are fewer trials, and less breaches of discipline 
duriug the target — season, than during the 
restof the year. If any particular company, troop 
or battalion is poorly drilled, don’t put it upon tar- 
get practice, for there will always be an excuse 
made for any failure by some. As to the reduction 
of season to three months, this was recommended 
by all concerned, and one of two months would be 
better, but as * Four Arms” says, referring to the 
three months: ** Notas deep as a well but will do.” 
Some would be pleased at no well or target practice 
at all, as the past hasshown. Who stimulated tar- 
get practice? Not the Acting [uspectors-General— 
they certainly must claim that, with all their vir- 
tues. A dress parade, a battalion drill or review, 1s 
much more conducive to “ glorious pomp and dis- 
play,” than teaching or lookiug at a man shooting 
on his backwor belly. The latter, however, may be 
undignified and very unsoldierly; but it means 
business, when fighting begins, and that is what an 
Army is kept aud maintained for. * Four Arms” 
says “some commands are as ignorant as ‘ wharf 
rats’ of the effective use of the military weapons 
they carry.” f 

The records fail to show any “ wharf rat” ignor- 
auce where field service has not interfered with the 
necessary practice. Some [Inspector of Rifle Prac- 
tice has been neglecting his duty if this ignotance 
exists, as *“*Four Arms” states. I believe in most 
rigid inspections, and so do all good officers, as 
well as in the acquirements of ali useful duties and 
vrills for asoldier. Ll also agree that the inspectors 
are good men and true, not, however, that with all 
the virtues claimed by ** Four Arms,” they may not 
err in their views, and on the subject of target prac- 
tice I have failed to see the interest taken by them 
in their reports, as would indicate, at least, that this 
instruction was of great importauce for the soldier, 
when, in fact, it is mvre important than any other 
duty required of him, but not to the exclusion of 
other duties. If they visit posts and find men en- 
thusiastic over target matters, with its practical 
results, can they wonder at if, when they know the 
present tactics would be impracticable in action 
with our improved tire-arms and accuracy of firing? 
and when they find acompany wellupin target 
practice, but not in drill, it is their duty to so report, 
and hold each officer up to all bis duties, but not 
put upon target practice, neglects due to other 
causes, **ONE OF THE INSPECTED.” 





OUR GUARD HOUSE SYSTEM. 
To the Editer of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE order of the Secretary of War directing that 
soldiers be not placed in confinement without the 
sanction, after due investigation, of a commissioned 
officer, is a step iu the right direction, as it is evi- 
dently intended to elevate the status of the enlisted 
man; but the idea should be carried out suli turtber, 
by the amendment of the Regulatious so as to adwit 
of the confinement in their barracks of soldiers 
charged with ligut offences while awaiting trial and 
promulgation of sentence. I urge this change 
because good men, guilty of, or charged with, some 
trivial breach of discipline or uniutentioual neglect 
ot duty, must now be confined, until the resuit of 
their trials by Courts-martial 1s published, with 
murderers, thieves, avd other hard characters, the 
offscourings of the Army, amoung whom the most 
deeply-dyed villain is the hero to be looked up to, 
admired, and envied, Good aud bad, innocent and 
guilty, pure-minded and vile, all must receive the 
sume tre.tment—must work aud eat aud sleep to- 
getber. Locked iv together in a Common room, the 
hardeved reprobates pour out words ot filth, bias- 
pbhemy and corruption that the uuinitiated in crime 
shuddering, must listen to—listen to, night after 
night, until he first fails to be nauseated by them, 
then to mind them, and finally to dislike them. It 
is the old saying, ** Evil communications corrupt, 
etc.”” It is an outrage, this guard house sy:tem of 
ours; it is the great demoralizer of our Service. 
Wuaat does it protit a man to be good, respected by 
himself and others, for fifty-pine months, if, in the 
sixtieth and last month, he, for some minor fault, is 
to be degraded by beimg placed on the same level 
with couvicts. lf there isa military prison to which 
eriminals cannot be sent for fear of degrading and 
contamipating men guilty of pureiy mulitary 
offences, even includmg desertion (surely a crimein 
the eyes of the civil law, for by desertion a man 
forfeits his rights of citiZeusbip), aud a penitentiary 
for felons, why can tnere not be two prison rooms 
and two kinds of hard labor at a posé, so that the 
two classes can be kept apart? Is it a matter of 
Vital importance to disciplive, this old style of hete- 
rogeneous admixture of a penitentiary, au inebriate 
asylum, a police station, a bouse of detention, a re- 
formatory, au insane asylum, a prison and a work- 
house? Ido not think itis. 1t is not of our genera- 
tion. Itis dead; it should be buried. F.

DIFFERENT BREECH LOADERS. 


ALL breech loading small arms have either a fixed 
chamber ora movable chamber. All of this latter 
elass are deemed obsolete; they embrace the fol- 
lowing named rifles: The Burnside, the Hall, the 
Sleeper, the Worrell. All fixed chambered small 
arm have either a movable barrel or a movable 
breech block. Those having a movable barrel either 
shde or rotate. They are Gardner's repeater, the 
Gallagher, the Prussian needle carbine, the May- 
nard, the Wohlgemuth, and all old pattern revolvers 
like Colt’s, the Scott, and the Helm. 

The second classification of fixed chambered 
breech loading small arms—that is those having a 
movable breech block—is very much more numer- 
ous. Some are closed by sliding; one, the Ballard, 
by sliding and rotating; the rest by rotating about 
an axis. Three sorts are thus indicated. The first 
sort includes the following, all of which have con- 
cealed locks: The Prussian needle gun, Dreyse’s 
improved needle guy, Chassepot, ard-Burton, 
Mauser, Vetterlin, (Greene, Milbank, and the Lee. 
The Van Choate, Joslyn-Tomes, and Merrill are also 
bolt guns, but have outside locks. Then come thuse 
moved by levers: The Morse. Merrill, Barnekoy- 
Greene, Winchester, Stetson, Burgess, Beals, and 
Rumsey. The slide of the Sharps is vertical. ) 

The next sort of rifle includes those whose breech 
blocks rotate about an axis either parallel to the axis 
of the barrel or at 90 degs. to the axis of the barrel. 
These are the Werndl, Snyder, Warner, Snell, Joslyn, 
Earnest, Freeman, Milbank, Broughton. Also the 
Springfield, Berdan-Russian, Morganstern, Roberts, 
Elliott, Werder, Smoot, Peabody-Martini, Conroy, 
Westley-Richards, Beal, Allen-Murdock, Morse, 
Symmes, Remington, Remington-Lockiag, Thomas, 
Remington-Ryder, Whitney, Dexter, Whittemore, 
Updegraff, Muir-Mont-Storm, Spencer, Robertson, 
Starr, Evans, Kirk, and G. R. Remington. The fol- 
lowing are the weights of the muskets of different 
nations:

TARGET PRACTICE, 


Par, 332, dlunt’s * Ritie and Carbine Firing” distinctly pre- 
scribes the composition of the tiring line in company skir- 
mish practice. The object of excusing 20 per cent. of the 
company trom such practice wes to cover the cases of those 
at the post who from sickness, confinement, etc., were not 
available tor practice. The tiring line must then, in all fu- 
ture practices, contain 80 per cent. of all the enlisted men of 
the company present at the post, excepting from the com- 
putation of its strength only the sergeants, musicians, and 
recruits mentioned in the paragraph in question.—(Decision 
Lieut. Gen., letter April 25, 1887.) 


RETURN TRANSPORTATION FOR ATTENDANT IN CHARGE 
OF AN OFFICER'S PRIVATE HORSES, 


Return transportation for the attendant ‘in charge of the 
private horses of a mounted officer changing station is a 
proper charge upon the Quartermaster’s Department, un- 
der par. 1932 of the Keguiations, and the decision of the 
Secretary of War, published 10 Cir, 1, of 1884, from this 
othce, provided the entire expense of transporting the horses 
and attendant does not in the aggregate exceed $100 for each 
horse.—(General decision, letter April 8, 1887.) 


SALUTING A REGIMENTAL ADJUTANT. 


The office of adjutant gives no right of precedence. All 
ist and 2d Jieutcpauts rank according to date of commission 
in their respective grades,—(Genera! decision, letter April

SILKEN COLORS. 


Waterproof covers are furnished by the Quartermaster's 
Department with the silken colors, standards, and guidons 
to protect them from damage. Should, however, by acci- 
dent, the colors be ex to rain, they should then be 
bung up lengthwise, so that the water can drip straight 
down each stripe. The running of the scarlet into the white 
will not be so serious if this precaution is taken. 


TACTICS. 


With a battalion marching in line, when broken to pass an 
obstacle, it should be left to the discretion of the colonel to 
provide tor the proper direction of march of his battalion 
and tor the preservation of the interval for the rear com. 
panies during tbe temporary absence of the color-guard 
from the line.—(Letter, April 2, 1887.) 

A battalion in line without color-guard and color-bearer 
should march as provided tor a battalion advancing to an 
attack (par. 410); the guide of the battaliun would be the 
non-commissioned officer between the right and left centre 
companies, the basis of aligament would be the captains of 
the right and left centre companies, and the front rank of 
the lett set of fours of the ,right centre company.—( Letter, 


April 2, 1887.) 
ttalion in line; At the command “ Rear open order, 
march,” the left sergeant and the left file closer face to the 


front,—(Letter, April 2, 1887.) 
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At “trail arms” the little finger should be in{the rear of 
the barrel.—( Letter, April 9, 1887.) 

In facing to the rear the fours halt at command after 
executing the “ about.”’—(Letter, April 13, 1887.) 

Companies, left into line wheel, from a balt: The move- 
ment is executed toward the guides, who would be at a 
“carry” before its commencement.—(Letter, April 13, 1887.) 

“ Fix bayonets” should not be executed on the march as a 
means of instruction in tho manual.—(Letter, Apri! 23, 1887.) 

In successive battalion formation the designation of a 
company changes after the command “ Guides posts,” which 
ends the movement.—(Letter, April 27, 1887.) 

Battalion being in line, at the command “ Backward, 
guide centre, march,” the captains retain their positions, 
and step backward at the command “ March.”’—(Letter, 
Aprit 30, 1887.) 

At the above command the color bearer and general guides 
retain their itions in front of the battalion, and step 
backward at the command **March.” In rd to the above 
two questions it may be remarked that the back step is onl 
used to gain a few steps to the rear (see par. 49), and to marc 
the battalion a few paces to the rear the officers, color 
bearer, general guides, pate. and file closers remain in 
positions (see par, 401).—(Letter, April 30, 1887.) 

Battalion marching in column of ccmpanies, guide left, 
arms at right shoulder, the right and left guides of com- 
panies do not change the position of their pieces at the com- 
mand “ Right oblique, march,” or at the command, “ Col- 
umn left, march,” during the wheel of each company.— 
(Letter, April 30, 1887.) 

Ordinarily the wheel into line from a column at full dis- 
tance is made toward the guides, who would be at a“ carry” 
before the commencement of the wheel. If all thearms are 
ata “right shoulder” ina column at full distance and ata 
halt, and a wheel into line is ordered before indicating the 
guide or ordering the guides to cover, then both guides of 
each company would be at a “ right shoulder,” and would 
both come toa “ carry” at the command “* Company, halt.””

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of Q. M. Sergeant M. J. Ryan, 15th Infantry, 
tried at Fort Buford for insubordination, disrespect, etc., 
towards the quartermaster and sentenced to be reduced, 
confined at hard labor for ten months, and forfeit $100 of his 
pay, the reviewing authority, Gen. Ruger says; “ It appears 
from the record that the prisoner attempted to prove by 
cross-examination of a witness for the prosecution, acts of 
violence to himself by the officer toward whom he was 
charged with having behaved in a disrespectful and insubor- 
dinate manner, but was not permitted to do so—the court 
holding it not admissible. It does not clearly ap rat what 
precise time such acts of violence were supposed to have been 
dove, but apparently before the last of the disrespectful acts 
charged against the prisoner, and specitied as, in substance, 
a repetition of a former one. It also appears that the court 
refused to permit the prisoner, when making his defence, to 
submit evidence, presumably, to prove such acts of violence 
as are above referred to, and also declined to receive and 
place upon the record, a statement by the prisoner made 
through his counsel, of certain facts he wished to prove in 
his defence. The prisoner bad an undoubted right, upon 
croas-examination of the officer preferring the charges, a 
witness for the prosecution and against whom the disre- 
spectful conduct was alleged, to ask questions calculated to 
bring out all the attending circumstances, and particularly 
conduct on the part of such officer tending rm hy pro- 
voke the prisoner to disrespectful conduct; and » to in- 
troduce testimony to like effect whea making his defence, 
It is a fair inference from the record asa whole,that the court 
confined the inquiry essentially to the wroag conduct of the 
prisoner, and shut out proper evidence offered by the pris~ 
over in extenuation in part, at least, of such conduct. If 
such infereace does not accord with the actual facta, it still 
remains that the court, by refusing the prisoner the right to 
state and have appear upon the what he wished to 
prove in defence, rendered it impossible for the reviewing 
authority to judge whether substantial justice was done to 
the prisoner in the sentence imposed. The proceedings are 
disapproved, and the findings and sentence set aside. (G.C,-M,

THE week has been an eventful one for the candidates for 
cadet-hips at the Academy.

ARMYNAVY. 


THE picayune policy which controls our Govern- 
ment in some matters seriously embarrasses officers 
who are honored with the position of official rej-re-

SOME ARTILLERY NOTES. 

In a recent lecture before the Royal United Ser- 
vice Institution Major General W. H. GoopEnovda, 
C. B., R. A., called attention to one advantage re- 
sulung from the practice of artillerists in musketry 
firing which may help to reconcile those who object 
to their occupying so much time with this branch 
of military training. The lecturer stated that he had 
found that men instructed in musketry had their eyes 
so trained to the use of sights, that they become ready 
and quick in layingthe gun. He dwelt at the same 
time upon the necessity of training the men in artil- 
lery, and, in order to make all ranks take interest 
mm accuracy, he suggested that some valued recog- 
nition of artillery firing should be instituted. A 
high officer of the German artillery who discusses 
the subject of the artillery of the future, shows 
that it is not sufficient to charge and point 
the gun, however well that may be done, for this is 
merely technical, and it would be comparatively 
useless to have even excellent batteries unless there 
were present a man of great intelligence to group 
them in action. Such an officer must then be pro- 
vided with a corps of horsemen for the purpose of 
transmitting his orders. Another writer who, in the 
Italian Revista, of Rome, considers the subject of 
horse artillery, remarks that since the wars of 1870- 
71-77-78, that special foree has been recognized as 
indispensable in modern armies. ‘ The increase of 
horse artillery in the principal States of Europe on 
a larger scale, shows that the lesson learned from 
recent wars is that the arm should be rendered 
independent of field artillery,’ ‘‘and that it 
should be considered a specialité of artillery in 
campaigning.” He argues that the batteries should 
not be reduced but armed with special pieces, light 
and powerful, evidently inclining to the adoption of 
quick-firing guns of greater range than the present 
7c. pieees, 

Of our own artillery an officer of the Army writes 
us that the new field gun is too heavy for horse artil- 
lery and of questionable value as a field gun. He says: 
“With a charge of 3.75 lbs. and 1,750f. s. initial vel., 
it will have a terminal velocity at 4,500 yards of 
675 f. s. Tosecure efficiency at this ratige bullets 
of 27 to the pound will have to be used with about 
ninety in the shell. With a 15 1b. projectile and 
1,525 f. s. the terminal velocity at this range will 
be 725 f.s. and the energy about 57 foot tons ; 
that of the 15 lb. shot with 1,750 f. s. about 49 f. t. 
The German horse artillery guu, adopted nearly 
twenty years ago, uses a shrapnel projectile nearly 
a pound lighter than ours, yet it contains 123 bul- 
lets, as against 107 for our own, and the former 
bullets, be it well remembered, are 27 to the pound, 
while ours are but 32. The effective range of the 
German gan being practically equal to ours, its 
efficiency is about 15 per cent. greater. The old 
German field gun has a projectile of 17.9 Ibs., with 
210 bullets, 27 to the pound, and some 300 yards 
greater effective range. What show, he asks, would 
a battery of our guns have against one like this ? 
Its efficiency is at least twice as great as our own. 
Our projectile contains 25.7 per cent. of its weight 
in bullets ; the German horse gun 37.3 per cent., 
and their field gun 43 per cent. Cannot our me- 
chanics,” this officer asks, ‘‘make a shell as good as 
that of Germany or the Italian shell which 
shall contain the same percentage of bullets, 
giving, instead of 90, 246 bullets of 44 to the pound, 
which can be used with the greatly increased ter- 
minal velocity, thus increasing the efficiency of the 
gun nearly three times. At the same time the muz- 
zle energy will be reduced from 276 to 242 foot-tons, 
and the greatly to be desired, lighter carriage can 
be secured. We kick ourselves 34 foot-tons harder 
than is necessary, and fail to kick the enemy by 
nine feot-tons as hard as we might. It is claimed 
that the high velocity gives us ‘greater dangerous 
space,’ but it is not apparent upon what theory 
of ballistic this is founded. Artillery officers 
hold the excessive velocities sought for, in part re- 
sponsible for this. It necessitates a very strong 
shell, which will have little room for bullets. 
At 2,000 yards the terminal velocity of the 13 Ib. 
projectile, 1,750 f. s., is 977 f. s.; that of the 15 Ib. 
projectile, 1,525 f. s., is 977.3 f.s. Up to about 
this range the former will have very slightly the 
advantage in both the angles of projection and fall. 

** But is this what we want ?—-Within this range it 
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sometimes is of great neces. ity (o flre over our own 
troops, and this any increase in the angle of pro- 
jection will favor. This ‘dangerous space’ is now 
created by shrapnel fire. Too flat a trajectory, again, 
is not wanted. Beyond about 2,000 yards, all of 
the conditions whirl completely around again in 
favor of the heavier projectile, and the angles of 
projection and fall are less than with the lighter 
projectile, and just what one desires, for at the 
long ranges we hiave too much of both, and any re- 
duction is to be desired. It seems to we,” concludes 
our correspondent, ‘‘that the Ordnance Department 
have followed the theories of NorMAN WIARD in his 
absurd Nut Island experiments, It has achieved 
magnificent results in the construction of a gun, 
which is a marvel of strengih, as is also the carri- 
age, but it appears to have forgotten that our object 
is not so much to build a gun which can exhibit 
to us at the breech its powers of resistance as to as- 
tonish the enemy several thousand yards in front of 
its muzzle with its capacity for offence. We had 
better have a heavier projectile with two or three 
times as many bullets and less initial velocity.” 








ENGLISH ORDNANCE INVESTIGATIONS. 

TH® indignation expressed by the New York 
Tribune at the report of the English Ordnance In- 
quiry Commission will doubtless awake in the breast 
ef Englishmen feelings akin to those entertained by 
the small boy who objected to another lad’s tears 
over his grandmother’s grave on the ground that it 
was none of his funeral... Our contemporary cbhar- 
acterizes the judgment of the commission as not 
cortiipt, but utterly stupid. Their report, it says, 
‘contains some of the most astonishing literature 
of modern days. The systett, when any sys- 
tem exists, is bad. The results are—unsatisfactory 
guns, six years’ talk about rifles and no rifles, 
swords that will neither thrust nor cut, shells that 
don’t burst, fuses that don’t light, cartridges that 
jam, bayotiets bending into corkscrews, the worst 
horse artillery gun in Europe ; in a word, the sys- 
tem always at fault and the officials always blup- 
dering. The commission show the usual British 
tenderness towards individuals. They propose to 
cétistite nobody, much less punish. Very different 
would be Lord Wo.sexey’s action if he had his way. 
His frankness of speech is auiong the most refresh- 
ing features of a document which to every English- 
man can only be appalling in its revelations.” 

Asa matter of fact, the Cutlass Committee at least 
does fix the responsibility on Sir Joun Apye, Di- 
reetor-General of Artillery; Colonels Drxon, FRASER 
and Ciose, Superintendents at Enfield; Captain 
Hoop, Director of Naval Ordnance ; Captain Boys, 
captain of the Excellent, and Mr. Terry, foreman 
of the Enfield works. The committee do not under- 
take to apportion the responsibility, leaving those 
concerned to divide it between them, share and 
share alike or in any other way they please. Broad 
Arrow, with less reserve, declares that the blame 
rests with the higher authorities of the War Office, 
who for years past have been supine and careless 
with respect to the supply of weapons of war to a 
degree that has almost been criminal, and have re 
commended officers of the Royal Artillery for the 
important mechanical appointments of superinten- 
dents of a War Office manufacturing establishment, 
who possessed nv previous experience. They have 
shirked the responsibility that properly devolved 
upon them, and have allowed their controlling 
power to slide mto the hands of the heads of the 
Manufacturing Departments. 

One of our watchful newspaper critics who is con- 
sumed with benevolent anxiety that the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL should be right in all things, by his 
excess of zeal in this regard recently misled Broad 
Arrow as to the character of the criticisms we have 
at times felt called upon to make at the expense of 
some of our own officials. The comments upon the 
report of the Cutlass Commission, which we quote, 
are in the line of the only animadversions we have 
made, which were not intended to reflect upon the 
integrity of anyone, but to warn those most inter- 
ested agaist the misleading influence of certain 
professional habits of mind. The English officials 
have fallen under censure because of their undue 
reliance upon theoretical opinions in mechanical 
matters which lie beyond the range.of their prac- 
tical experience. They have been misled, appar- 


‘every essential point from the trained experts in 





ently, by that want of appreciation of the knowl- 
edge and experience of others, to which self-reliant 
men are prone. Major-General Fraser, for example, 
when asked whether the making of swords was an 
operation so difficult as experts in the trade had 
maintained, replied jauntily : ‘‘ I dare say there is 
a knack in it;” and further, ‘‘I know nothing 
about the making of swords, and I do not pretend 
to kuow anything about it.” Yet he and others of 
like self-confidence, ventured to differ in nearly 


sword-making whose valuable opinions were freely 
given. 











PROSPECTS OF THE PANAMA OANAL. 

THE opinion of those who are most familiar with 
the affairs of the Panama Canal Company seems to 
be that the canal will be completed, but not by the 
present company, which is approaching the wnd 
of its career of brilliant financiering and wasteful 
expenditure. A despatch from Panama, May 16, 
announces that in one of the largest, longest, and 
deepest cuts, high up above the prospective canal 
work, water has been struck. The amount of earth 
and rock taken out of the section referred to repre- 
sents millions of dollars, and all this work is to-day 
valueless, as the water has washed from the side of 
the mountain more than sufficient to fill all the cuts. 
An English engineer, Mr. R. NELSON Boyp, in some 
notes on the Panama Canal in the Engineer, states 
the positive opinion that it will be clearly impos- 
sible to complete the canal under six years from 
Jan. 1, 1887, and he inclines to the opinion that it 
will take nearer twelve than six years. The mishap 
just reported may further extend this period. Mr. 
Boyp estimates the total amount of excavation, in- 
cluding deviating and other works, as 150,000,000 
eubic metres and the quantity already removed as 
30,000,000 metres, or one-fifth. Taking into account 
the preliminary work, the engineers consider that 
one-third the actual work on the canal is accom- 
plished, but this has taken five years, and it will thus 
take another ten to complete the remaining two- 
thirds. Even assuming the preparatory arrange- 
ments to be all that that can be desired, an unavoid- 
able delay will occur at the Culevra cutting. This 
‘immense and difficult work,” says Mr. Boyp, ‘‘can- 
not be accomplished under six years, as estimated by 
men acquainted with the circumstances and com- 
petent to judge. Then, again, taking the first or 
present rate of excavation, we are not allowing for the 
greater difficulties of the work as the depth increases. 
Up to the present time all earth moved has been 
close to the surface, and most of it has been moved 
by level roads. Later it will be necessary to raise 
the earth 29} ft., and the tips will be further away, 
so that as time goes on we ought to reckon on a 
smaller and not a larger rate of excavation.” 

As to cost, Mr. Boyp says: ‘‘It is generally 
believed that more than the original capital has 
been already spent. Assuming that 1,000,000,000f. 
have been absorbed by the existing works, interest 
on capital, etc., the amount of capital eventually 
required will be over 3,000,000,000f., say £120,- 
000,000 sterling;” six hundred millions of dollars, or 
more than the cost of all of our great railroad high- 
ways connecting the Atlantic with the Pacific. In 
conclusion, Mr. Boyp says with equal truth and 
force: ** Of course it is quite possible that in less 
time and at Jess cost a ditch from end to end with 
water flowing from the Pacific to the Atlantic may 
be made, but not the canal as designed, 29} feet 
deep. The impression made on the mind by a visit 
to the canal isa sad one. Itseems as if the success 
of Suez was to be tarnished -by the failure of 
Panama, and the brilliant reputation earned in the 
East lost in the West. The Suez -Canal has been 
followed too closely for a work constructed under 
very different circumstances. The engineers at the 
head of Panama have been those of the Suez Canal. 
The section is much the same, and a great deal of 
the early machinery was similar to that used at 
Suez, though quite useless at Panama. The diffi- 
culties were underrated by the early surveyors, and 
the rate of wages miscalculated. Now there is un- 
certainty and hesitation about the plans to be 
adopted, and an eager but tardy straining after 
economy,”

tention of the ingenious interpreters of law in our 
own Public Departments who are so fond of raising 
fine points at the expense of the unlucky presenters 
of accounts. It will make some of them green with 
envy to see how much the trained worshippers of 
routine in foreign offices can discount them. 





THose who have exerted themselves to improve 
the sanitary conditions under which the members of 
the Army and Navy live, will find an illustration of 
the importance of the work they have undertaken 
in an article by Mr. Caartes F. Wincate, brother 
of General WinGATE, which appears in the New 
York Zpoch. Mr. WinGate shows that 55 per cent. 
of the deaths in New York are among the tenement- 
house population, and as two-thirds of the residents 
of New York dwell in tenement-houses, this is not 
an undue proportion. But these deaths, it appears, 
are largely concentrating in a small proportion of 
the tenement-houses, estimated at one-eighth. In 
the worst of these houses the mortality is simply 
appalling, equalling the mortality rate of 100 per 
1,000, which would give a total of 125,000 to 150,000 
for the entire city, if the deaths in all sections were 
in like proportion. In 3,800 tenements there were 
12,000 deaths, an average of nearly 4 to a house. In 
3,557 others the annual average was one to each 
house, while in 4,000 tenements there was not a 
single death in 1880. Of 21,000 tenements 5,000 are 
classed as good, 9,000 as fair, 5,000 as bad, and about 
2,000 very bad. Mr. WINGATE says: ‘I have found 
a building in Monroe strect where 59 deaths occurred 
in nine years, though the total number of tenants 
was only 76. Such a building shoald not be per- 
mitted to stand, but ought to be swept from the 
face of the earth.” 

It is hoped that some improvement will re- 
sult from a bill which has just passed the Le- 
gislature, authorizing a Board, to consist of 
the Mayor and other leading city officers, to spend 
$1,000,000 annually in tearing down objectionable 
quarters of the city, and creating new parks and re- 
creative resorts in their place. With the new parks 
across the Harlem River, which are provided for by 
existing law, New York will have, azid» from the 
small parks referred to above, in all 4,902 acres 
of park area. London has 22,000 acres, one tract 
alone having 6,000 acres, or nearly one-half the 
area of Manhattan Island. Paris has 172,000 acres, 
only 500 acres of which are within its boundary, 
while 2,000 acres of the London parks are within 
the city limits, With the annexation of aa addi- 
tional portion of lower Westchester County, which 
is expected soon, the entire area of the New York 
parks will be within the city boundaries. In 1807 
DeWrrt CLINTON, to whose prescience New York 
State is indebted for the Erie Canal, mapped out a 
plan of parks for the Island of Manhattan, which 
included an area of 100,000 acres. Before the pas- 
sage of the act of 1884, increasing the area of New 
York City parks, the park area of that city was in 
the proportion of one acre toevery 1,363 of the pop- 
ulation, while the park acreege of London was in 
the ratio of 1 to 205; of Paris, i to 13; of Vieuna, 
1 to 100 ; of Dublin, 1 to 183; of Chicago, 1 to 200; 
of St. Louts, 1 to 167; of Boston, 1 tv 190; and of 
San Francisco, 1 to 211. It is now 1 to 300 in New 
York. Other American cities have proportions 
as follows: Washington, 1 to 150; Buffalo, 1 to 
258; Baltimore, 1 to 575; Savannah, 1 to 550; 
Brooklyn, 1 to 639. 











THERE is no longer any doubt that Secretary 
Endicott intends to detail Colonel John G. Parke to 
duty as Superintendent of the U. 8. Military Acad- 
emy, and it is expected that the necessary order 
will be issued early in June. General Merritt will 
be relieved from the Academy shortly after the 
closo of the graduating exercises, and will be as- 
signed to the command of the Department of Mis- 
souri.

It is understood that it has 
already been decided to exempt hospital stewards 
now in the Service from further examinations, but 
it is probable that they will be given new appoint 
ments, to take effect from the date of the passage 
of the act, from which date they will be entitled to 
the increase of pay. [tis expected that the board 
will also recommend a sligit increase in the pres- 
ent force. 








A WASHINGTON correspondeut of the New York 


"Times, * B. G. D.,” says: 

One of the greatest obstacles encountered hy the present 
administration in its efforts to improve the Government ser- 
vice is a love of comfort and personal convenience that had 
been permitted under the preceding Administrations for 
many years. Inthe minds of too many _— officers, of 
bigh-and low station, the idea of disturbing the practices 
that have prevailed for years is about as repulsive and as 
revolutionary, and so deserving of reprobation, as anything 
that can be imagined, In spite of the best intentions of good 
officers the political power behind many employees still 
defies attempts at reform involving such slight disturbances 
as the shifting female clerks from desk todesk. I have heard 
a strong, capable,and not cowardly man say that, having 
transferred some women in his bureau for reascns of the 
most practical and businesslike character, he was pounced 
upon by a horde of friends of each of the women disturbed, 
argued with, menaced, abused, and all but physically de- 
molizbed. So persistent and fierce was the assault that he 
was obliged, for reasons of personal comfort, to restore all 
the women to the places they haa occupied when he ought 
to have dismissed them, and then tu suffer the torture he de- 
served of feeling that the women all despised him for not 

ssessing the power he should bave had, while they gloried 
in being able, with their * influence,” to run a branch of the 
Goverpment. 

In illustration of this, * E. G. D.” cites the case of 
the Army Medical Board in New York, which, on 
the authority of the Secretury of War, he declares 
to have been upnecessury as organized, its methods 
dilatory and unbusinesslike, and 20 months having 
been consumed in work that should bave been dis- 
posed of in 60 days. Acting upon this opinion, 
Secretary Endicott issued a code of instructious 
under which he thought the Board could complete 
its work ina fortnight. * E. G. D.” concludes: 


Instead of “ fooiing * away the whole summer ona small 
job, the board went to work according to the new instruc. 
tions. The difficulties in the way of the applicants appear 
to have been great, according to the reported result. On 
April 6 the President of the Medical Board reported the ter- 
mination of the labors of the board. He showed in detail 
the cause of its exceeding the limit of time suggested by the 
Secretary of War, aud that of the applicants examined one 
was rejected, two withdrew during examination, four with- 
drew before the examination began, one failed to appear, 
and one declined toappear. 

This history of an effort to correct laxity in svstem and to 
break up ruts into which officers bave settled because they 
brought comfort and personal liberty to enjoy the long 
suromer months on nominal duty is more important as 
showing that :buses can be discovered and corrected if the 
head of a department is a thorough and determined man, 
than it is as an illustration of speed inreform. But the 
present Administration must make its record up of an aggre- 
gation of apparently slight reforms, and in that view it in- 
| om ng an already admirable accumulation of necessary re- 

orms. 








CoLtoneL H. B. Reese, the senior major of the 
Pay Department, has aguin requested to be placed 
on the retired list. and the Paymaster General, un- 
der date of May 20, recommended to the Secretary 
of War that his request be granted. Majors P. P. G. 
Hall, J. P. Willard, and H. G. Thomas are also inca 
pacitated for furtber service, but as there are no 
prospects for their early retirement the Paymaster 
Geveral bas considered it useless to urge action in 
their cases. None of these officers have been ex- 
amined by Retiring Boards, but their disability is 
well established by physicians’ certificates. Should 
the War Department conclude to include them in 
the 400 retired list, these officers would be retired 
under the act of 1884 permitting paymasters to re- 
tire after twenty years’ service, and such being the 
case no action by Retiring Boards would be re- 
quired, The chances are, however, that the twenty 
years’ act will continue inoperative for some time to 
come, as there seems to be no intention at present 
of changing the policy of filling the disability list 
by retirements from the line. No retirements have 
thus far been made under this law. An attempt 
was made shortly after its enactment to transfer a 
Judge Advovate tothe Pay Department for the pur- 
pose of allowing him to retire under its provisions, 
but the plan was frustrated by adverse action of the 
Paymaster Geueral. ; 








THERE is quite a lively competition between the 
chiefs of staff bureaus of the War Department for 
the desirable offices in the west and centre wings of 
the new State, War and Navy Department Build- 
ing. According to the legislative bill for the coming 
fiscal year al) the outside bureaus of the War De- 
partment, with the exception of asmall portion of 
the Surgeon General’s office. are to be coucentrated 
in the new building by March 1, 1888. A rearrange- 
ment of the entire department force will then take 
place. It is understood to be Secretary Endicott’s 


on the same floor in which he is now located, and 
to have all the chiefs of bureaus on the same floor 
with him, the allotment of rooms to be made among 
the chiefs according to seniority. The Lieutepant 
General would thus have first choice and General 
Benét next. It is probable that the Lieutenant 
General will take the quarters vacated ‘by the 
Secretary.

as the representative of the Medical Department of 
the Army. 








Iris understood that late returns from Depart- 
ment boards have added several names; to the list of 
successful candidates from the ranks, for commis- 
sionos as 2d lieutevauts, published in the JourNnaL 
two weeks ago. It is thought that at Jeasta dozen 
ncn-commissioned officers will be ordered before 
the Furt Monroe board, when convened. 








THE Japanese have adopted a plan for providing 
the money necessary for coast defences which re- 
lieves the mass of the people of the charge and 
throws it upon the class chiefly concerned. With 
the pe: mission of the Mikado, the wealthy classes of 
Japan are subscribing sums ranging all the way 
from $1,000 to $100,000 for this purpose. No sum less 
than $1,000 is accepted. 








THE act passed by list Congress breaking up the 
tribal organizations of the Indians is soon to be put 
into force. Each head of a family is to receive 160 
acres of land, and the male adults are to become cit- 
izens. The surplus lands on which the [ndians have 
alien will be sold, and the interest on the funds 
raised will go to the support of the red men. This 
will put an end forever tothe scandals of our In- 
dian administration.

Mr. Gibbs's 
shots were fired at the raie of about one a minute; 
bullet, Metford’s, 540 grains weight. ihe rifle was un 
old one, which had fired over 20,000 shots, held by 
Major Young for three or four years, made by 
Gibbs. 1 was using a new Metford made by Gibbs, 
anil we were shooting to see if one rifle was be tier 
than the other, and could not settle it, for both rifies 
were doing equally well. The shooting is a positive 
proof that it is not necessary to clean out between 
shots to get the best results.’ 


The report of the Naval Advisory Soard on the 
trial trip of the Atlanta has been received at the 
Navy Department.

ROBBERY OF PAYMASTER BASH. 


THE Court of Inquiry instituted on the demand of 
Major Daniel N. Bash, Paymaster, U. S. Army, of 
which Col. Henry A. Morrow, 2ist Inf., is President, 
has reported the facts atid opinion as to the cites - 
stances connected with the répotted robbery of al. 
D. N. Bash, Paymaster, U.S. A., at Antelope Springs, 
Wyo.Ty., Mar. 18, 1887, of the public funds with which 
he was-’en route to make payments, with the follow- 
ipg opinion : 

“Ist. That Major Daniel N. Bash, Paymaster, U. 3. 
Army, was robbed at Antelope Springs, Wyo. Ty., 
on March 18, 1887, of $7,350.08, public money. belong- 
ing to the United states, byZone Charles Parker, a 
cowboy, and no part of the money was recovered. 

“2d. ‘That Major Daniel N. Bash, Paymaster, U. 8S. 
Army, did not give such direct and detuiled orders 
to the members of the escort, as to the mauner in 
which they should guard the public money, in his 
(Bash’s) pussession, while en route to Fort McKin- 
ney, as the importance of the matter required ; and 
that he did not take the proper and necessary pains 
to see that any orders which he had given on this 
subject, were duly obeyed. 

“3d. That Sergeant Fox and Private Gregg, were 
negligent in the performance, of their duties as 
members of an escort to a paymaster having public 
funds ip his possession. 

*“4th.. That Sgt. Fox, who is a foreigner, by reason 
of'imperfect knowledge of the,English language: and 
Private Gregg, by reason of want of sufficient intel- 
ligence, were not proper persons to entrust with the 
very important and responsible duty of cuardiog a 
paymaster, with a large sum of vublic money, 
tbrough as wild acountry as lies between Douglas, 
Wyo. Ty., and Fort McKinney, Wyo. Ty. 

“5tb. That no further action on the part of the 
military authorities is necessary.”’ 

The Department Commander concurs in the opin- 
ion of the court that further proceedings by tbe 
military authorities are unnecessary, anu cails the 
atrention of post commanders to paragraph 4 of the 
opinion of the court, and to the fact that it was also 
shown in evidence thut the escort was not properly 
armed. An escort should have. in addition to re- 
volvers, the arms prescribed by regulations. 





CLAIMS FOR PERSONAL PROPERTY LOST. 

THE application of Sergt. John M. Kenuey, late of 
Co. I, 7th U. 8. Cav., fora writ of mandamus on Sec- 
retary of War Endicott to compel him to act on his 
claim for personal property lost in the military ser- 
vice of the United States, under the Act of March 3, 
1885, was certified by Judge Cox to the General 
Term, to be heard in the first instance, and the order 
to show cause why the writ should rot issue, was re- 
turnable May 13 before the General Term of the Su- 
preme Court, D.C. The case was continued until 
May 23, whena return to the order was made by 
the Secretary. 

The Secretary of War was represeuted by Assisf- 
ant Attorney General Watson; Messrs. Allan Ruther- 
ford and Geo. A. King appeared for the relator, 
John M. Kenney. Secretary Endicott stated in his 
reply to the order, that be would act on the case, 
and the counsel for Sergt. Kenney then agreed that 
the application be dismissed without prejudice on 
the understandi»xg that the Secretary would per- 
form his duty uuder the law and act on the 200 or 
more claims, some of which have been pending for 
over two years before him. Euch cose is to be de- 
cided on its merits, it having been found impractica- 
bie to adopt a general rule for the payment of them 
all. Itis pretty well understood, howeve:, that the 
Department will bein no hurry to dispose of these 
claims, as the Secretary is still bopeful of baving 
Congiess come to his rescue. The Secretary bus 
been determined to have the law repealed or 
amended so as to limit the indemnity, but the fram- 
ers of the law were ip sympathy with the claimants. 
While waiting for their action the law has been suf- 
fered to remain a dead letter. The Secretary aid 
go so far ave to appoint a board to recommend a list 
of articles for which indemnity should be allowed. 
They recommended the following: Parlor, bedroom, 
dining-room, kitchen, library and hall furniture; 
table-ware, provisions and groceries, civuian cloth- 
ing. military clething and equipments and money. 
These suggestions were concurred in by the »ccount- 
ing officers, but the Secretary still declined to act.

Monday noon the Washington Light Inf. Corps, 
Lieut. Col. Wm. G. Moore commanding, beaded by 
the 3d Artillery band, marched on to thedril! ground 
and tormed in bollow square. Gen. Auguruand bis 
staff entered the square and stood with uncovered 
beads while the chaplain, Capt. Chas. M. Pyne, in- 
voked God’s blessing. A magnificent new garrison 
flag was now drawn to the masthead, the bund sa- 
luted it with “Tbe Star-Spangled Banner,” the 
troops presented arms and tbe surrounding crowds 
enthusiastically cheered, and the National Drill 
was opened. 

A 2 o'clock a large waste-basket filled with sealed 
envelopes was placed on atable in frontof oue of 
the assistant adjutants-general, avd the command- 
ants of the corps entered for the competitive drilis 
having been summoned, the drawing tor best p si- 
tions in the competitions took place. 

The entertainment for the bevefit of the public 
began with adress parade at 5 Pp. mM. on Monday, for 
which purpose three battalions were detailed. Col. 
Castleton, of Kentucky, touk command as the 
senior field officer present. By request of the mapn- 
agement no horses were used, and the parade was 
held in line of battle single rank, mstead of line of 
masses. Col. King. of Wisconsin, having been per- 
manently detailed as Assistant Adjutant-General in 
charge of parades, was on duty as adjutant of the 
hne. None of the battalions had bad previous ex- 





perience in the singular form required by the man- 
agement. who seemed mainly desirous to present 
as big a front as possible, and Col. King was unwill- 
ing to conduct matters other than as required by 
the tactics, but obeyed his instructions and tried 
the experiment. 

Line was formed with the 2d Ohio on the right. 
the Washington Light lnofartry in the centre and 
the L:uisvilie Legion on the left. Ohio in fatigue 
dress hardly presented as swell an appearance as 
the other companies, which were resplendent in tall 
bearskin shakos or plumed Lelmets, and tbe gor- 
geous Murine Band being on the extretwoe placed the 
sombre service rig of Ohio in the shade. A strong 
wind was blowing from the rear, and as the loug 
liue stretched entirely across the big amphitheatre 
the left battalion failed to understand the command 
of the adjutant-general at the attention and carry, 
but finally got into shape. The present to the bri- 
gade commander was somewhat ragged, as the Ohio 
men hung fire, and Col. Castleton limited the Man- 
ual to very few movements, as the wind was too 
much for bis voice on so extended a line. When the 
adjutact reported the interest displayed by the 
rank and file was somewhat destructive to steadi- 
ness, and after the publication of orders and the dis- 
missal of parade the field officers marched to the 
front and saluted the tall colonel commanding, but 
had to change step on the way, us the band was so 
far away that the command * march” of the adju- 
tant-geueral reached their musical cars only after 
the line had started. 

The populace expected a bigger turnout, but were 
measurably appeased by the veautiful exhibition 
drills of some of the competing companies who took 
the field as soon as the brigade had marched away.

MISSOURI’S EXPERIMENT. 


‘T'tt# State of Missouri is now practically without organ- 
ized militia. A few months ago it bad five regiments: the 
Ist, 2d, 3d, 5th, and 7th. These are all sow disbanded, under 
an order recently issued, and it is eaid that the only organiz- 
ation left in St. Louis is a light cavalry company. 

is is the result of the defeat of a bill introduced into the 
Legislature a short time ago for the relief of the troops. The 
amount asked Was only $30,000 aud it was based on the actual 
expenditure of time and money in preserving order and 
guarding property and lives, hen the measure was first 
rejected, the officers of the militia resigued in a body, but 
the Governor postponed the acceptance of the resignations 
until the bill should be reconsidered. Taken up a second 
time, it was again defeated, although by the close vote of 68 
to 65. The two St. Louis reginients promptly resigned, the 
otber three followed, the Governor haying had this under- 
standing with them, and now the State has virtually no Na- 
tional Guard. 

The militia organizatious of Missouri have long complained 
that the Legislature does not treat them with liber- 
ality or even with ordinary justice. They say that the 
have been expected to provide their own uniforms and drill 
halls, to give their time without compensation, and to go to 
actual expenses in the State's service which are pot reim- 
bursed, They say that the State has never appropriated a 
dollar for stich support of the militia as iscustomary in some 
other States; and they arc indignant at the defeat of a relief 
bill so moderate in its proportions as the one of this spring. 

Whatever the full merits of the case, Missouri is making a 
very questionable experiment in undertaking te do without 
an organized, uniformed, and trained militia, Nor can any 
State fairly expect its militia to be ready at the Governor's 
call to preserve order and guard property, often at the peril 
of their own lives, and yet actually pay for the privilege of 


getting themselves reac Ay equipped for this duty. 
The importance of the militia is unquestionable. The 
maintenance of even smal! forces, if well chosen, well 


equipped, and well disciplined, not only affords a guarantee 
ot the preservation of peace and order, but removes the ne- 
cessity of increasing the standing army. At the present time 
a dispute between tue militia forces Of a State and its Legis- 
lature, based upon allegations of parsimony and resulting in 
the disbandment ot the former, is particularly foolish or ac- 
count of the new vational militia law. This law pot only 
doubles the former annual appropriation made from the Uni- 
ted States Treasury tor providing arms for the militia, but ap- 
portions it according to the percentage of the enlisted, or- 
ganized, and uniformed militia existing in each State.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The gentleman known to the world as “ Donn 
Piatt,” is a very good fellow on the whole, and his bite 1s by 
no means as bad as his bark, a fact which should be under- 
stood in advance by those who may be tempted to read his 
“Memoirs of the Men who saved the Union,” published by 
Belford, Clarke and Co. Donn knows just what sort of men 
were needed to save the Union and just how they should 
have gone to work to save it in shorter order, and his conti- 
dence in his own judgment has been by po means shaken by 
the experience he had in being sat down upen, first by Mr. 
Lincoln, next by Mr. Stanton and finally by Gen. Halleck, 
all of which he tells with charming naiveté, but to the in- 
finite damage to his reputation for good sense—if, indeed, he 
has had any such reputation m watters rising above the 
dignity of the introduction of moth destroyers into the 
Army. Mr. Lincoln must, of necessity, be included in such 
a volume, but we have a singularly perverse judgment 
upon his character ; Stanton is another of Donn's heroes and 
with him are grouped Salmon P. Chase and Wm. H. Seward. 
Then, after demonstrating in bis preface and in his com- 
ments upon this quartette of civilians, that the sole busi- 
ness of West Point 1s to educate all military capacity out of 
aman, our biographer most illogically turns to West Point 
to find his one military bero of the conflict in George H. 
Thomas. If we were to have but one, his choice is to be 
commended. Doubtless it was the logical necessity of travel- 
ling further in the same direction if he went beyond one, 
that induced Donna to cast the entire burden of saving the 
Union, in a military sense, upon Thomas. Taking the opin- 
ions expressed for what they are worth there is much in this 
volume to interest and amuse, if no to instruct. 


The proceedings of the 30th Anniversary of the 
Enlistment of Colonel Emmons Clark in the 7th Regiment, 
held at Delmonico's Saturday, Jan. 22, 1887, have been issued 
in a han volume at the e of Mr. Edward Kemp.

CHAPULTEPEC. 


A Mexican traveller writing from Chapultepec 
says: The official residence of the Mexican President 
is the Castle of Chapultepec, and it bas just been 
occupied for the summer season by the Diaz family. 

The Military Academy occupies now, as it did in 
1847, a portion of the height of Chapultepec. Just 
bebind and reatly forming a part of the samé strue- 
ture is the long building of the Mexican West Point. 

The course of the Military Academy is much 
lonvger than that at West Point. Boys ere taken in 
at the age of 12, and the full curriculum is eight 
years. In the Academy the cadets wear school 
clothes of blue jackets aud trousers, but wheuever 
they go out to the city or on psrade they don attrac- 
tive, well-fitting uniforms of dark-Dlue frock-coats, 
pantaloons of the same color with bread red stripes 
and wear the budge of the Academy on the sleeve. 

In the model-room are fully equipped war-ships, 
the work of students, and with these as object 
lessons the naval cadets receive their inetriiction. 
The republic «ducates her youth Wéstined for the 
army avd navy under the same roof... The.adurses 
of study only are different.~ The -eadets .sicep in 
great dormitories containing 100 beds, each with its 
cabinet and wardrobe beside it. In the armories are 
the dress suits, the rifles and the rest of the equip- 
ment hung upon racks, and under charge of officers. 








THE PRESENT ARMY OF FRANCE. 


CARROLL TEVIS, in a letter to the New York Times, 
says of the French Army: 

“Respecting tbe French staff, we learn that 1,003 
officers having staff brevets—the distinct corps has 
been abolished—are fitted to discharge staff duties, 
and that, in the event of mobilization their number 
ean be doubled. Here allow me a parenthetical re 
mark: The term mobilization is very loosely applied 
by amateurs and does not seem to be clearty under- 
stood by the public; it does not at all mean the 
bringing up of an army toa war footing by mere 
recruiting; the increasing, for example, of a British 
regiment of voluutary énjistment is not its mobiliza- 
tion, though so spoken of. So that the term cain 
ouly be correctly employed in reference to armies 
of which the composition is based upon the prin- 
ciple of conscription. All these staff officers are not 
actually employed on staff service, but, on the other 
hand, a multitude of officers not belonging to the 
staff or brevetted ad hoc are detached as orderly 
officers with Generals—the Minister of War alone 
bas 16—in the Arab bureau and on commissions, all 
of which is most annoying to regimental command- 
ers, who complain that at least one-tenth of their 
officers are detached and are not available for the 
instruction of their troops. In short, counting’ the 
necessary completion of the staffs by brevetted offi- 
cers, we can estimate that nearly one-eighth of the 
entire personnel wovld be found wandering about 
on the search for ibeir situations, 

* Considering, then, the number of officers—about 
24,000—in the French Army, the mortality bill is not 
heavy, but it is also apparent that, as a rule, tLe 
military career is limited to the rauk of captain— 
295 on the retired list; those who get the next step 
are lucky. Asa set-off to the 24 retired colonels, 39 
were promoted brigadiers, which proves that when 
a man with good health isa captain in the French 
Army at 23 years of age and a chief of battahon at 
40, if he bas some luck and a good deal of influence 
he may count upon being a General. Everything 
depends upon how he starts and who backs him. 
Having seen something of the present modus oper- 
andi, 1 should prefer the recommendation for 
promotion of Citizen Joffries, a retired tallow 
chandler, but an eminent member of the Parisian 
City Council, to that of Marshal McMahon or Canro- 
bert. 

* General Boulanger proposes te modify all this, 
and the army is anxiously awaiting the description 
of his invention for making extraordinary generals. 
For, so far, all it does know is that the Polytechnique 
1s to be deprived of its military character, and will 
become merely the nursery of civil engineers, in- 
stend of furnishing, as now. the artillery and en- 
gineer corps, with their officers. Then, too, he 
would abolish St. Cyr and Saumur, both of which 
are considered to be ‘ reactionary botbeds, in which 
he is not altogether misinformed, the fact being that 
at the examinations for admission at both schools 
the aristocratic candidates, somehow or other, man- 
age to carry ull before them to the exclusion of 
‘the children of the people.’ Perhaps this may be 
accounted fer by the circumstance that the early 
studies of the boys are better directed in the * inde- 
pendent schools,’ generally managed by highly 
educated . professors, than in the so-called ‘lay 
schools.’ 

“ The opposition to the measure is very strong, for 
Boulanger’s reasons are uot peremptory nor yet 
conclusive. He wants the origin of all offi- 
vers to be identical, and discou aristocratic 
pretensions; but people reply that if the sons of the 
nobility and directing classes pass better examina- 





tions for St. Cyr and Saumur than do the ‘cass,’ 
they will do the same at the Prytanée, if that be the 
only sterling point for military careers, and, “Renate 
being one of the fandamental privciples of a ub- 
licah régime, it is impossible to refuse admission toa 
worthy candidate simply because he happens to have 
been born a gentleman. 

But there are reasons for supposing that Bou- 
langer is very nearly at the end of his tether. M. 
Grévy feels jealous that his Minister should be ac- 
claimed everywhere, whereas he unnoticed 
and the General's colleagues are jealous of the man 
who takes all the wind out of their sails, while 
Clémenceau, nning to mistrust the docility of 
his supposed-to-be fidus Achates, the radical press 
hints darkly that the famous military bill which was 
to have saved France will simply disorganize her 
army.

She has ambitions, but is silly and timid, for 
what can be sillier than ber building such extrava- 

ot ironclads without having evinced u capacity 

or naval fighting ?”’ 








THE PERSIAN ARMY. 


Ex MINIsTeR TO Persta 8. G. W. BENJAMIN con- 
tributes to the Chicago Inter-Ocean of May 16, an in- 
teresting account of the Persian Army. After re- 
viewing the old system, he says: ** The present Shah 
has resolutely persisted in the reorgapization of the 
Persianarmy ou a. European basis, 1oluding that 
scourge of the continental armies, conscription. 

“The population of Persia is not exactly known, 
but it is probably between ‘nine and ten millions. 
The regular army in tite of Peace is about 50,000, iu 
war, 250,000. In point 6f fact the actual force, in- 
stead of being 50,000, is nearer 3), the deficit be- 
ing caused by bribery uud permitted by hard 
winking. 

* The troops are armed with breech-loaders and 
the uniform is a dark blue. About 5,000 are sta- 
tioned in the extensive barracks at Teheran. Their 
wages being very low they are permitted at certain 
hours to add to their earnings by doing odd jobs of 
work when so minded. During the spring a large 
camp is formed in the suburbs; a Persian camp is 
far more picturesque than a European military en- 
campment becau-e the Persians excel in the con- 
struction of tents.”

THE LOCOMOTIVE TORPEDO. 


NoricinG the article on Modern Aggressive Torpe- 
does, which was pubiished by Lieut, W. 8. Hughes, 
U.S. N.,in “Scribner's Magazine,” Broad Arrow 
says: “Considering that the Howell torpedo is only 
in the experimental stage, it seems somewhat pri- 
mature to include it among those which bave ‘at- 
tained to the highest degree of efficiency,’ while we 
should consider the Lay and Brenusn as equal, if 
not superior, specimens of the controlled torpedo, 
The Auto-Mobile torpedo is stated to be propelled 
aturate of 20 miles per bour for one mile by car- 
bonie acid gas, and its rudder ia worked from the 
sbore by an electric wire coiled inside the torpedo, 
which unwinds itself as progress is made through 
the water. Under these conditions we are sceptical 
as to the speed. given, and, furthermore, it is evi- 
dent that the slightest chéek must cause the Lreuk- 
age of the wire. But the most perfect controlled 
locomotive terpedo has but a limited use. Its effec- 
tive radius does not exceed 2,000 yards, because be- 
yond that distance it can no longer Se observed, 
and, therefore, controlled. Even witbig.that range 
it ie most difficult to know how far the to: pedo is 
from its object. These difficulties must be greatly 
increased in working this weapon at vight, when it 
has only a small light to indicate its position. By 
putting « screen in frout of this light it will be ob- 
scured from the enemy when the torpedo is di- 
rectly approaching, but we may assume that the 
steering will not be sufficiently constant to preveut 
deviatiens of course and occasional! glimpses of the 
light escuping to the fropt. Sbould other lights be 
in the vicinity, the guidance of the torpedo wall be 
alinost impossible. On the whole, therefore, we are 
not of opinion that the controlled locomotive tor- 

0 will sipereede the gun, mime, or torpedo boat 
‘or coast defence. Some persons bave advocated 
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this weapon as part of the equipment of sea-going | partments, and in case of being hulled ‘by shot is 


ships, but a moment's consideration will show that 
it is quite unsuited for this purpose. Naval officers 
bave a great aversion—and justly—to anything 
which necessitates an external wire connected to 
their ship when in motion. Free movement would 
be impeded, and coutinuous anxiety entailed to 
keep the wire clear of the propellers. Principality 
for this reason, the Harvey torpedo was abolish 
in our own Service, and the divergent torpedo in 
the French Navy.’’

THE FASTEST BOAT IN THE WORLD. 


Messrs. THORNEYCROFT, the torpedo-boat builders 
of Chiswick, bave just completed a new torpedo 
boat for the Spanish Government, which for speed 
has beaten anything that bas yet been built. The 
new boat is 147 feet 6 inches in length, hasa beam of 
14 feet 6 inches, and draws 4 feet 8 inches of water. 
She bas twin-screw compound engines, which act in- 
dependently of each other, while the stearing gear 
consists of two curved rnddersa, which make ber the 
handiest vessel of the class vet afloat, as she is able 
to turn about in three times her own length going 
a‘ ordinary speed, which to-day, was 15.84 kncts 
with the natural draught. 

On a trip the other day with the tide in her favor 
ard forced draught she attained the extraordinary 
speed of 29.01 knots, or at a rate of nearly 3344 miles 
un hour. Her times yesterday on the measured knot 
were, for tworuns of u knot each with the tide, 2 
minutes 10 seconds and 2 minutes 11% seconds; while 

inst the tide for three runs the record was 2 
minutes 25 seconds, 2 minutes 25 seconds and 2 
minutes 2514 seconds—giving a mean speed of 26.18 
knots, or over 30 miles an hour. . 

She is divided into a number of water-tight com- 
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fitted with ejectors capable of discharging 480 tons 
of water per hour. She has two torpedo tubes in the 
bows, and has space to carry four Schwartzkopf 
torpedots, and will mount four Nordenfeldt ma- 
chine guns. 


THE MITRALLLEUSE IN EGYPT. 


THE Engineer “4 In the report made by the 
commander of the Italiac troops which suffered so 
much recently on the east coast of Africa, we see it 
written that at a most important juncture in the en- 
gagement the mitrailleuse accompanving the troops 
could not be worked. We have not seen it stated 
from what cause this unfortunate disability arose; 
but it certainly is not the first time by many that 
such weapons have failed at critical times. Against 
a horde of savage warriors such a weapon as the 
mitrailleuse may be said to double the fighting 
power of the party possessing it, and it is probable 
that had it in this case been available we should not 
have heard of the massacre, the news of which has 
cuused such widespread regret. The more we refine 
on the weapons intended for active service in the 
field, the more there is reason to think we shall be 
liable to breakdowns of this description. With 
every weapon dependent nut aloue upon accurate 
workmansbip io construction, but upon scientific 
knowledge in its handling, there must always be the 
risk of disarrangement under the conditions which 
attend service in the field. We hear on every side 
demands for improved field arms which involve 1n- 
creased een in their mechanism. The ad- 
vantage in these must be great while their efficiency 
remains perfect; but before their adoption it should 
be well considered how far that efficiency can be 
guaranteed under all conditions of service. If it 
fails in a single instance, it may do so again and 
again, and we may have to pay a high price for the 











| adoption of arms unsuited to the men in whose 
hands we plave them. 


FOREIGN ITE£MS. 


THE son of a French customs peusioner continued 
to draw his father’s pension for thirty years after 
his death on false certificates, the authorities failing 
to notice that the pensioner must bave reached the 
patriarchal age of 109 years. 


THE most expensive headdress in the British army 
is the bearskin, which lends such an imposing air to 
the members of the Foot Guards. Each bearskia 
belmet costs £4 9s., and lasts six years. The feather 
bonnet of the Highlanders costs £2 93. 3d., and lasts 
eight poaee. The brass helmet worn by the House- 
hold Cavalry vosts £1 0s. 2d., and lasts fer eight 
years. 

GENERAL BOULANGER not, only has appropriated 
the Bersaglieri hat from Italy for his Alpine bat- 
talions, but he has ordered every regiment of the 
Chasseurs d'Afrique corps to receive on probation 
five-and-twenty helmets made of skybiue felt, and 
garnished with asmall white metal spike and fit- 
tings, to harmonize with the color of the tunics and 
braid of the wearers’ uniforms. 


THE performances of the new Thorneycroft tor- 
pedo-boat, says a London despatch, are amazing. 
On three runs over the measured mile, against the 
tide, she averaged 26.18 knots, or over 30 miles an 
hour. Ata previous trial, with the tide in her favor 
and a forced draught, she positively accomplished 
3344 miles in the hour. Such a boat has not much to 
tear from the best British ironclads, which, barring 
one or two recent exceptions, average from 12 to 13 
knots; still less from a gunboat of the type of the 











brand-new Racer, whose maximum speed since she 
has been in commission is about seven knots.

Lieut. MontHAye, of the Belgian artillery, has 
recently published a pai: phiet, entitled Krupp et de 
Bange. The opinions of the writer are altogether in 
favor of the Essen pieces, and he states that the ob- 
turateur or breech- block appliances of the French 
guus, owing to their complicated mechanism of ac- 
tion, are very awkward and even difficult to replace 
when out of order. The breech system of Krupp he 
considers as the very best method for closing gun 
chambers. 

THE torpedo experiments against the hull of the 
Resistance, armor-clad, are about to be resumed at 
Portsmouth. The previous attacks by fixed charges 
of gun-cotton and Winteheads were directed below 
the water-line in wake of the boiler-room, but in 
the further experiments the attack will be made in 
the neighborhood of the engine-room. . Water-tight 
bulkheads are bem« constructed amidships and 
other’ defects are being remedied, so that the hull 
may represent the protection of a modern ship of 
war. As the run of the Whitehead is intended to be 
made at a lower level, and will consequently strike 








the ship under the bilge, so that the upward force of 
the explosion will be more severely felt, it is not

THE men of the torpedo detuchmeats in the Ger- 
man Navy willin future be distinguished not only 
by the letter *T,’ but will also wear the number 
of the detachment in Roman numerals sewn on the 
band around their caps bearing the inscription 
*Kaiserliche Marine.” An additional distinction 
will be a purple cord encircling the top part of the 
cap. 

By order ot the German Crown Prince, Professor 
Virchow bas recently made a physiognomic exawi- 
nation of the skulls of those members of the Hohen- 
zollern family whose remains are deposited in the 
vaults of the Berlin Dome, for the purpose of dis- 
covering certain characteristic traits, such as are 
known to exist in the Hapsburg and Bourbon fami- 
lies. The result of these studies is of course not to 
be made public. Certain connoisseurs declare that 
such a family traitis not discernable in the Hohen- 

zollerns, although certain physiognomies repeat 
themselves frequentiv, some representing the late 
King Frederick William 1V., the others the preseat 
Emperur William. There is, for instance, a great 
resemblance between Frederick Wilham IV. aud 
the Elector Johann Cicero, as may be seen by the 
brouze statue of the latter in the Vome, the work of 
the famous Peter Vischer.
